♦ender in payment of said bonds, prin­ 
cipal and interest, is not in violation of 
tin* public faith nor in derogation of the 
fights of thd public creditor.” 
All efforts to amend the resolution 
were voted down by majorities ranging 
from o to 29. Mr. Lodge’s gold stand­ 
ard substitute being defeated by the 
latter majority. The vote on the Lodge 
amendment was, yeas, 24; nays, 53. 
The events of the day leading up to 
Hie final vote were full of interest and 
importance. It was a field day for the 
orators of the senate, no less than 25 
senators embracing the opportunity to 
ip ak upon the subject under discussion. 
That the debate was interesting was at­ 
tested by tin* attendance in the galleries, 
which w< re crowded throughout the 
day; aud t bat it was important was 
av d nn'd by the statements of several 
of the speakers that the discus don was 
but the preliminary alignment of the 
great political parties for the contest of 
1900. 
When tho voting began it was evident 
that party lines were being broken on 
both odes of the chamber, but it was 
on the substitute offered by Mr. Lodge 
(Mass.) that the most decided break oc 
curred, (in tho Republican side Mr. 
Allison (la.) and Mr. Burrows (Mich.) 
did not answer to their names on that 
rollcall, and many of the Republicans 
votdfl directly against it. Upon the 
final passage of the resolution s line Re­ 
publicans who supported McKinley and 
the fct. Louis platform in 1896, like Car­ 
ter (Mon.), Chandler (N. H.), Clark 
IWY.), Pritchard (N. C.), Skoup (Ida.), 
Warren (Wy.) and Wolcott (Colo.), 
voted for the resolution, because as Mr. 
Wolcott announced they did not believe 
the resolution committed those who 
supported it to the free and unlimited 
•outage of silver. 
The Nelson amendment was first pre­ 
sented, declaring that it is the duty of the 
government of the United States, under 
existing laws, to maintain the parity 
ut value of its gold andsilver money, 
so that the dollar of the one metal shall 
for all monetary purposes always be 
equal in value to the dollar of the other 
metal. 
It was tabled—42 to 37. 
Then came the Lodge amendment, as 
follows:

■nates* issued or authorized to be issued 
under the said acts of congress berein- 
neiore recited, are payable, principal

Tabled—47 to 81* 
Mr, Hoar offered another new amend- * 
ment, lo go at the dose of the reso­ 
lutions, as follows: “That unde* no cir­ 
cumstances will the principal or inter- 
est of the public debt be paid in depreci- 1 
ated currency or in any money other ! 
than the best money of the world.” 
Tabled—42 to 80. 
Mr. Foraker proposed an amendment 
formerly suggested by Mr. Spooner* 
who was absent, as follows: “That it 
is declared to be the financial policy of 
the United States that until there shall 
have Been obtained an international 
agreement with the leading commercial 
nations of the world for the free coin­ 
age of silver, which agreement the 
Unit*h1 States is hereby further pledged 
to promote, the faith, honor ami credit 
of tile United States are 
solemnly 
pledged to preserve the existing gold 
standard; and all silver and paper cur­ 
rency shall bo maintained at a parity 
with gold, and all obligations of the 
United States shall bo maintained in­ 
violably at the present standard.’* 
Tabled—44 to 33. 
Mr. Hoar presented the same amend­ 
ment as the last, proposing it as an ad­ 
ditional section instead of a separate 
declaration. This was tabled, the vote 
being the same as on the Foraker 
amendment. 
Mr. Cutlery proposed an amendment 
as follows: 
“Provided that if, at the time cf pay­ 
ment of the principal of interest of the 
bonds, the market value of silver is not 
at par with gold, at the ratio of 16 to I, 
the principal and interest shall be paid 
in gold or silver at the option of tho 
creditor.” The amendment was tabled 
Without a yea and nay vote. 
This disposed of amendments and the 
(locks wqre cleared for the final vote on 
tho Teller resolution.

to 32.

conducted. In fact, Attorney Campbell, 
who came' all tho way from Now York 
to testify, took occasion to say ho did 
not believe Senator Hanna was inter­ 
ested in or know Boyce. 
Moreover, Boyce himself had declared 
to Campbell that ho did not know Mr. 
Hanna and that if his personal wishes 
were consulted he would prefer to see 
him defeated. 
Campbell produced a 
roll of bills in denominations of $100 
and $50, aggregating $1,750, which he 
claimed Boyce had paid to him during 
tho negotiations. 
Campbell said if 
Boyce returned to Hamilton county he 
would be glad to return the money, 
Otherwise lie would use part of it in 
poshing a suit for damages against a 
Columbus paper. 
Representative Otis testified that he 
hail nu t Henry Harrison Boyce iu Cin­ 
cinnati first on the evening of Jan. 7 
last at his room, 226, in the Gibson 
House, haring in the morning received 
a telephone message from a man at the 
Great Southern hotel in Columbus, who 
said he was (fenerul Boyce, that he had 
come on from New York and wished to 
see him on important business.

Among the moat im portant bills passed 
in the house was th at introduced by 
Representative Davis. 
It is of especial 
in terest to the thousands of women em ­ 
ployed in the factories of this state. 
The bill provides th at “ every person 
or corporation em ploying fem ale em ­ 
ployes in any m anufacturing, m echani­ 
cal or m ercantile establishm ents in the 
state, shall provide a suitable seat for 
•very female so employed, aud shall 
perm it the use of such by them when 
they are not necessarily engaged in the 
active duties for which they are em ­ 
ployed, and shall perm it the use of such 
seats at all tim es when such use would 
not actually and necessarily interfere 
w ith the proper discharge of the dnties 
of snoh employes, and snch seat shall be 
constructed or adjusted where practica­ 
ble so as to be a fixture and not obstruct 
such fem ale when actually engaged in 
th e performance of such duties when 
such seat cannot be nsed ; and the owner 
of the building shall provide, on the 
saim rfloor, or floor im m ediately above 
or below, of the building wherein any 
fem ale persons are employed, sa la b le 
and separate toilet and dressing rooms 
and w ater closets for the exclusive use 
of such female employes, and where 
possible, such dressing rooms and w ater 
closets shall be situated together, w ith 
one closet for every 25 females or less, 
and w here there are more than 25 there 
■hall be provided an additional w ater 
oloset ap to the num ber of 50, and above 
th a t num ber in the same ra tio ; provided 
th a t no snch closet for the ase of fe­ 
males shall be placed in a basem ent or 
cellar, unless such basem ent or cellar is 
used for m anufacturing, mechanical or 
m ercantile purposes, and females are 
employed th ere in ; and provided further 
that such closets, in the same ratio as 
above m entioned, shall be placed oh the 
outside of such building at a distance 
not to exceed 20 feet in such cities, 
tow ns and villages as are not provided 
w ith a system of w ater w orks; snch 
closets to be kept in good sanitary con­ 
dition at all times.*' 
A fine of from HO to 125 for each of­ 
fense is prescribed, and the state inspec­ 
tor is given authority to enforce the law, 
if the bill passes the senate and becomes 
a law. 


A M E R I C A N L U M B E R S U P P L Y . 


Tho P la n tin g of F oroit* L ikely to Bo an 
Im p o rta n t In d u stry . 
Looking not very far into the future, 
it seems th at the planting of American 
fort Hts w ill become a productive indus­ 
try. 
Preservation of old forests, w ith 
their masses of dry underbrush aud fire 
inviting collections of dry leaves, may 
be advisable for some reasons. These 
Immense masses of firewood nm kubtcd- 
ly tend to collect snow, w hich, by its 
gradual m elting, furnishes a supply to 
the w ater reservoirs beneath the surface 
of the ground, Snow thaw s less quickly 
under the shade of trees than iu the 
bright sunlight. 
Less w ater, therefore, 
runs to supply floods and freshets than 
when the snow is made to pass away 
gradually. 
But this qnestion does not 
r f ecfc the solid tim ber interests. 
In old forests, where there is a strug­ 
gle for life among the trees by reason 
of their growing so thickly together, 
the result is the necessity of w aiting 
many years before the trees w ill reach 
a size to make them desirable for tim ­ 
ber purposes. W here trees have room to 
grow and are properly cared for most 
kinds of American trees w ill furnish 
useful tim ber in 20 or HO years, and for 
many other purposes they can be em ­ 
ployed even younger. 
It takes well on 
to a century for the struggling trees in 
a dense wood to have auy m arketable 
value. 
W hile good tim ber is becoming grad­ 
ually scarcer on account of our annual 
forest fires, rising from the conditions 
already stated, the demand is increasing, 
and, w hat Is more rem arkable, Europe 
is already calling on America for a sup­ 
ply of lumber. American oak especially 
is iii great demand in the old world, 
while our black w alnut is closely fol­ 
lowing iii its wake. Our lighter woods 
also—-such as tho tulip tree and poplar 
—are coming into great demaud there 
for packing boxes and cases where light 
weight is a great object. Those who are 
interested in forestry in our country 
should take up the m atter of encourage­ 
m ent of forest planting. It w ill soon be 
a greater qnestion than forest preserva­ 
tion.— M eehan’s Monthly.

At the sale of the Ashburnham library 
in London a copy of the Mazarin Bible 
brought the good sized sum cf $20,000. 
The Mazarin Bible is so called because 
a copy of it was first discovered by De 
Bure in the library of Cardinal .Mazarin, 
:in Paris, about 1760. Its value for book 
collectors lies in the fact that it is the 
first book of any magnitude printed 
from movable types. 
It was issued by 
Gutenberg at Mainz, in 1450-5, and for 
that reason Henry Stevens calls it the 
Gutenberg Bible. 
It is divided into two 
volumes, the first containing 824 and 
the second 817 pages, each page consist­ 
ing of two columns. 
The characters, 
which are Gothic, are large and hand­ 
some aud very much resemble manu­ 
script. 
Before the discovery of this Bi- 
be the so called Bamberg Bible of Bus­ 
ter was generally regarded as the first 
printed book, but that honor is now 
universally accorded to the former work. 
According to Dr. Austin Allifcoue, 
there are six known copies of the Maza­ 
rin Bible on vellum, one of which is th6 
volume fouud in the Mazarin library. 
The copies on vellum, however, are later 
than the copies on paper, 21 cf which 
are known to he in existence. 
There is 
a vellum copy of the Bible in the Brit- ! 
ish museum and a paper copy in the 
Lenox library of this city. 
The present 
value of a perfect copy of the Mazarin 
Bible on paper is about $15,000, and 
those on vellum are valued at about 
$20,000. 
Practically, however, their 
value is a variable quautity, depending 
on what the book collectors are willing 
to give for them. 
It has long been a 
matter of dispute whether the types em­ 
ployed in printing this Bible were me­ 
tallic or wooden, but the question is 
still undecided. As a specimen of early 
printing the work is magnificent, con­ 
taining richly embellished capitals ic 
blue, red aud purple.— .New York Trib­ 
une.

DUTIES OF CHRISTIAN LIFE. 


No V irtue In One's D ally A ctions U nless 
It Is E stablished In the Sox'i, 
“ The obligations and duties of the 
Christian life are not all external,” 
writes Cardinal Gibbons, pointing out a 
religious life to young men, in The La­ 
dies’ Home Journal. “ They are mainly 
material and must proceed from the 
heart. There is no virtue in one’s daily 
actious unless it be first established in 
the soul and is only an external expres­ 
sion of the soul’* convictions or prolon­ 
gation of heartfelt sentiments. Yet the 
external practice of Christian virtues 
and the performance of Christian duties 
pertain to the integrity, if not to the es­ 
sential character, of the Christian life. 
The interior sentiments 
soon perish 
without external expression, as life and 
bodily powers become extinct without 
duo and proper exercise or employment. 
“ However, as the external duties are 
not absolutely and under all circum­ 
stances essential, they vary both in 
number and frequency according to en­ 
vironments and opportunities. 
A busi­ 
ness man cannot do all that a clergy­ 
man is expected to do, a man in trade 
not what a man in leisure can accom­ 
plish nor a man of the world all that is 
possible aud easy to one who keeps him ­ 
self from society. 
But all, no matter 
where, no m atter what tin ir engage­ 
ments and secular pursuits, how little 
or how much time they can call their 
own, can and are obliged to perform 
daily acts of prayer and religion and 
accomplish many duties of virtue aud 
charity. 
There is no condition of life 
which is incompatible with the dictates 
and principles and precepts 
of 
tho 
Christian life. ” 


B ow rn W om an H elped W hitney to Bar­ 
f e d Ilia Iireat Invention. 
“ Recollections of Washington and 
His Friends” is contributed to The Cen­ 
tury by Martha Littlefield Phillips. 
They were taken down from the lips of 
the author’s grandmother, who was the 
youngest daughter of General N athan­ 
ael Greeua The following is one of the 
stories: 
“ During my life at Duugeness a cir­ 
cumstance occurred there of some his­ 
toric and scientific interest and in re­ 
gard to which much erroneous state­ 
ment has been maria 
I refer to the in­ 
vention of the cotton gin by Eli W hit­ 
ney and my mother’s connection with 
it. The facts, briefly stated, were about 
as follows: While spending the previ­ 
ous summer at Newport, R. L, my 
mother became acquainted w ith Mr. 
W hitney and grew much interested in 
the outcome of the experiments he was 
then making in the interest of his pro­ 
jected gin. 
To assist in his enterprise, 
my mother invited him to spend the 
following w inter at Dungeness, where 
an abundance of cotton and quiet could 
be assured. 
Mr. Whitney accordingly 
came to Dungeness, and diligently pur­ 
sued his experiments, a room iii the 
fifth story having been specially fitted 
for his use as, an inventor. 
One morn­ 
ing he descended headlong into the 
drawing room, where a number of 
guests were assembled and excitedly 
exclaimed, 'The victory is m ine!’ In 
deep sympathy with him the guests 
aud hostess went with him to his work­ 
shop. Whitney set his model in motion 
For a few moments the m iniature saws 
revolved without 
hindrance and the 
separation of the seed from the cotton 
wool was successfully accomplish, but 
after a little the saws clogged w ith lint, 
the "wheel stopped, and poor W hitney 
was in despair. 
“ ‘Here’s what you need,’ exclaimed 
my mother in her clear, decisive way, 
and she instantly seized a clothesbrush 
lying on the mantel aud held it firmly 
to the teeth of the saws. Again the 
drum revolved, and instantly the saws 
were cleaned of the lint, and the last 
requirement of tho great invention was 
satisfied. 
“ ‘M adam,’ said Whitney, overcome 
with emotion and speaking with the 
exaggeration of gratitude, 'you have 
perfected my invention!’ ”

A M exican Custom on Good Friday. 
Mrs. Sara Y. Stevenson contributes to 
The Century an article on “ Maximil­ 
ian’s Em pire,” one of a series devoted 
to the French intervention in Mexico. 
In describing the scenes that followed 
the siege of Puebla Mrs. Stevenson says: 
It was a Mexican custom on Good 
Friday to burn Judas in effigy on the 
Plaza Mayor. 
Judas was a manikin 
made in the shape of the person who 
happened to be most unpopular at the 
time. 
It was quite admissible to burn 
Judas under different shapes, and some­ 
times these summary autos-da-fe were 
multiplied to suit the occasion and the 
temper of the people. At the same time 
rattles were sold on the streets and uni­ 
versally bought alike by children and 
adults, by rich aud poor, to grind the 
bones of Judas, and the objectionable 
noise—second in hideousness only to 
that of our ow n sending off of firecrack­ 
ers on the Fourth of July—was reli­ 
giously kept up all day. 
In tho year of 
our Lord 1868 Judas was burned in 
Mexico on the Plaza Mayor under the 
shapes of General Forey, Napoleon III, 
and last, but not least, M. Dubois de 
Saligny, who especially was roasted 
with a will amid the wild execrations 
of the populace. 


Moralft an d Sex, 
Whatever the Tnrveydrops of 
the 
moral world may have to say about the 
necessity for elevating moral deport­ 
ment on the part of “ wooman, bewitch­ 
ing wooman,” I have never been able to 
see any indubitable intent in nature her­ 
self toward binding them over to any 
higher moral standards than she does 
men. Loth men and women seem to me 
to be compounded of the same average 
morality, though with certain uulike 
manifestations, largely the result of cir­ 
cumstances aud opportunities. 
I see no special cause for believing 
that the average woman under like 
temptation would do very differently 
from the average man—a belief which 
is not lessened by Bishop Potter’s re­ 
cent accusation before the women’s 
auxiliary of the Civil Service Reform 
association that they put their relatives 
into office whenever they get the chance, 
“ without any evidence that they are fit­ 
ted to fill the places they applied for.”

Methodism in Ohio is just one hntidred 
ytntrs old, and the centennial of the be- 
finning will be celebrated in Delaware 
in Jnne. 
Thri event ie the celebration of the 
actual foal)ding of the church within 
the limits of Ohio. There was Method­ 
ic preaching in the state before Ohio 
ww, admitted into the Union ; indeed as 


f a r back as 1788 Methodists were in tro­ 
unced into Jefferson county, opposite 
Wellsburg, and General Batler, who 
was sent from Fort Pitt to dispossess 
letters nu the Onio side of the river on 
Oct 2, I785* wrote: “ The people of 
this country appear to be much imposed 
open by a religious sect called Methodist, 
and are become great fanatics.” It is a 
fat* that Francis McCormick crossed 
the Ohio river from Kentucky 
into 
Clermont county at Millville. 
This was 
In 1792-6, and he organized there the 
irst Methodist society in the N orthw est­ 
ern territory 
One year after that time, 
Bishop Asbury sent John Cobler as a 
missionary to preach the gospel of Christ 
toall men. 
“In 1798 Robert H. Roberts, after­ 
ward bishop, settled in Chenango, Pa., 
near Wellsville, Jefferson county. 
He 
labored steadily 
and 
established a 
church,” says the Steubenville Gazette. 
"On August 6, 1800, it was found that 
the meetings were growing to be too 
well attended to hold the services in 
private homes and it was then proposed 
to build a church. 
The first Methodist 
church was built of logs, and it proved 
to be, according to some accounts, the 
first in the Northwest territory. Others 
claim that the first church was built on 
Short Creek, known now as Holmes 
meeting house in this county, built in 
1800, but others say that the first is only 
fourteen miles from Portsmouth, and 
the ruins of the famous structure can 
he seen today. 
This is the original Sci­ 
oto circuit. 
The house was twenty- 
four feet square and built of scorched 
logs.” 
Bishop Simpson says that4he Miami 
circuit was the first formed, w ith Henry 
8mith as pastor 
In 1800 it is recorded 
in the minutes of the Northwest terri­ 
tory that the membership was then 257. 
Now it can be numbered by the hun­ 
dred thousands. 
All of the Ohio bishops will be there. 
Of all the bishops in America, thirteen 
were from Ohio, their names being 
(Branson, McCabe, 
Joyce, 
Thoburn, 
Walden. Merrill, Foster, Harris. Simp­ 
son, Thompson, Ames, Hamline and 
Morris. 
The celebration will bring the 
largest assembly of religious workers 
ever together in the State.

Beginning with 
the 
opening arraignment by the prosecu­ 
tion, thence through the examination 
aud cross examination of the witnesses, 
the display of exhibits, on to the very 
end of the final harangues of the oppos­ 
ing counsel, the dramatic is never lost 
sight of. 
The emotions, not the intelligence, of 
the jurors are appealed to throughout. 
In a typical murder case which re­ 
cently gratified the morbidly sensational 
element of the entire country the dis­ 
trict 
attorney 
arose 
impressively, 
glanced about him ominously aud then, 
with a tremulously tragic voice, proceed­ 
ed to arraign tho accused, charging him 
outright with the crime, practically as­ 
suming 
without doubt that he was 
guilty and endeavoring by the use of 
every wile of the orator’s art to sway 
the jury to bis mode of thinking. Aud 
this before the minutest bit of evidence 
had been taken. 
Is eloquence a proper adjunct to our 
jurisprudence? 
Heretic though I may be, I hold em ­ 
phatically aud with qualification that it 
is not. 
It lias no place in a ball of jus­ 
tice, where, we are led to believe, the 
truth aud only the truth is to be brought 
out. 
Eloquence, as manifested by ora­ 
tory, is inimical to truth, which can 
only be discovered and established by 
calm, unprejudiced and dispassionate 
investigation. 
Eloquence appeals to the emotions, 
and its victories are obtained by trick­ 
ery—the trickery of masterful verbiage 
playing upon sensitive but unreasoning 
ears. 
The claim that cannot be justified be­ 
fore the reason cannot be valid. Elo­ 
quence is the weapon of falsity. 
Truth 
and right do not require its use. The 
sphere of eloquence is the stage. In the 
pulpit, before the bar of justice and in 
the hall of legislation it is a source of 
unlimited evil. 
I hold that for the accomplishment 
of justice all the theatric displays, all 
eloquence, all excitants to the emotions, 
should be banished from our courts of 
law by sentiment if not by regulation. 
They have no place them 
Judicial procedure should be along 
the lines similar to the investigation of 
scientific propositions and discoveries 
The establishment of right or wrong, 
guilt or imrooence, is something to be 
effected by cold, prosaic, rigid inquiry, 
step by step, as analogous as may be to 
mathematical demonstration. 
We shall have to w ait long fear the 
time when this is recognized, but it will 
be in the indefinite future, and when 
that time does come we may be more 
confident that our courts of justice are 
such in something more than name.— 
Criterion.

“ The Inner Experiences of a Cabinet 
Member’s W ife” is one of the most in­ 
teresting contributions to The Ladies’

Then, supplied with 
muskets, most of them uew, and with 
plenty of powder, the Seminoles became 
restive, unruly and disposed to resent 
the intrusion of Americans from across 
the border.

AGAIN IN THE FIELD. 
Filibusters were even thou operating 
on the coast of Florida, and, under 
British instigation, the Seminoles be­ 
came sullen and defiant. 
Word was 
brought to Fort Scott that they. had 
raised the red war pole at an Indian set­ 
tlement known as Fowltowu, to which 
place Colonel Twiggs was dispatched 
with 250 men, and where, meeting 
with resistance, he killed two men and 
one woman, wounding several others. 
This atrocity was avenged nine days 
later, when a large bout containing 40 
soldiers and ll women and children, 
while it was being warped up the river, 
was fired upon by ambushed Indians. 
Most of tho soldiers were killed, hut 
Lieutenant .Scott, the commander, and 
some others wert tortured and scalped, 
while one woman was taken away to be 
the mistress of a chief. 
General Jackson had his own notions 
of what ought to be done to Florida and 
how to do it, and he wrote to President 
Monroe, “ Let it be signified to me 
through any respectable channel that 
the possession of the Floridas would be 
desirable to the United States and in 
GO days it shall be accomplished. ” 
The order of the secretary of war for 
bim to take command in the southeast 
did not reach him till Jan. ll, 1818, 
but on the 22d of that month he was on 
the march with his volunteers for the 
scene of action. On March ‘J he reached 
Fort Scott with 1,100 weary and starv­ 
ing troops, haviug, as usual, outstripped 
his commissariat, but he presser! on to 
tho gulf and captured Fort St. Marks, 
lowering the Spanish flag aud hoisting 
the American colors in its place. 
The 
Indians and their allies, negro and Eug- 
j lish, he claimed, had found succor and 
j refreshment here, and so he wrote the 
j Spanish governor at Pensacola, “ To 
prevent a rerurreiicc <1 so gross a vio­ 
lation of neutrality and to exclude our 
savage enemies from so strong a hold as 
I St. Marks I deem it expedient to garri­ 
son that fortress with American troops

Leaving a 
strong garrison at St. Marks, Jackson 
pushed on for Suwannee town, where he 
killed 37 Indiana and captured 150, be­ 
sides a large a am ber pf cattle and hogs.

The governor of Florida evidently had 
a chip on his shoulder, and General 
Jackson was not the sort of man to leave 
it there. Ho had intended to retire, hav­ 
ing properly punished the recalcitrant 
savages, but immediately after reading 
and digesting tin- governor's defiant let­ 
ter orders were issued to countermarch 
for Pensacola, which town was entered 
on May 24. Five days later the Barran­ 
cas fell, aud the chief executive was a 
prisoner. 
The ‘‘terrible effusion of blood” did 
not occur, aud after issuing a lengthy 
proclamation to his troops General Jack­ 
son placed a garrison in charge aud has­ 
tened back to Tennessee, where the cus­ 
tomary welcome aud public dinner were 
bestowed upon the victorious warrior. 
The animating principle of this cam­ 
paign may be found expressed iii the 
toast proposed by him on this occasion, 
“ Our country—though forbearance is 
her maxim, she should show to foreign 
nations that under a pretense of neu­ 
trality her rights are not to be out­ 
raged.” 
But higii handed as may have seemed 
this invasion of neutral territory by this 
groat American autocrat, yet be had 
performed one other act still more au­ 
dacious and arbitrary. He had hung tho 
two Indian chiefs, one of whom had 
but recently been an honored aud feted 
guest of the British nation, and, though 
under cover of court martial, had caused 
Arbutbnot to lie hung at the yardarm 
of his own vessel and Ambrister to bo 
shot. Both the whito men wero British 
subjects, and with their last breath they 
declared 
that 
their 
country would 
avenge their execution, yet in this they 
were mistaken. Although, as Lord Cas- 
tlereagb, tho British prime minister, 
said to our own minister al London, “ If 
tho ministry had but held up u finger, 
there would have been a declaration of 
w ar.” yet the “ finger” was not held 
up. 
It was finally decided that tho 
men’s conduct had been unjustifiable, 
aud tiler* lore not calling for special in­ 
terference. 
ho General Jackson had slapped Don 
spaniard’a face and had tweaked the 
nose of Johnny Bull, to his own most 
eminent satisfaction, to their deep dis­ 
gust, but without ever receiving for it 
more than a reprimand. 
Popular opin­ 
ion sustained him, oven though his 
harshness had placed the administra- 
i lion iii a most embarrassing position, 
from which only consummate diploma­ 
cy could extricate it. 
Official opinion 
was divided anent 
his extralimitary 
assam pf ion of authority, particularly as 
to the executions, and tho fiery general 
posted to Washington to see that con­ 
gress gave him a vindication. 
The bouw* eventually sustained him, 
deciding that lie had not violated the 
constitution in the seizure of Pensacola, 
but the senate brought in an adverse re 
I*>rt. curiously enough, on tho very day 
that tho tn a ty with Spain was an­ 
nounced by which Florida was ceded 
to tho United States. The general ^pop­ 
ularity with the ms tales was thus en­ 
hanced by tho erroneous opinion pre­ 
vailing that it had been brought about 
through his unaided efforts iii the field.

First.—That, according to the best 
authorities of the last century, the ex­ 
treme lim it of life m ight be 125 years 
under extraordinary and almost ahuor 
mal circumstances. 
Second.— That the anticipation of life 
is roughly five times the time that the 
organs of the body—not counting the 
brain, which develops later—require to 
attain their full aud absolute maturity. 
This, of course, varies not only in races, 
but In individuals, some developing 
early and some much later, even in the 
same climate and in the same family. 
rJ bird. —That rarely, if ever, is that 
fall duration achieved, owing to dis­ 
ease, food, heredity, had habits, wear 
and tear and many other causes which 
shorten life. 
Fourth.—The slower the development 
the longer may he the duration of life. 
F ifth.—That all human beings ure 
not horn with the capacity for long life 
oven uudor the most favorable circum­ 
stances. As the organism of the human 
being is more complex than that of the 
lower animals, sd his anticipation of 
life is far more variable. 
F ilth. — That those circumstances 
which conduce to longevity are un* 
doultedly late development, frugal hab­ 
its, moderation, exemption from vicissi­ 
tudes of climate and extreme of heat or 
cold, from mental worry aud agitation, 
temperature iu eating and drinking, 
with a fair amount of brain work when 
the train is ready to undertake it. 
We have all heard the well worn ax­ 
iom attributed to the Psalmist that the 
“ day* of man are threescore aud ten,” 
but in Genesis vi, 8, w ill he found the 
following passage, “ Yet his days shall 
he un hundred 
aud twenty years.” 
This passage seems to have been over­ 
looked, as I have rarely seen it quoted, 
although curiously enough it exactly 
corresponds to tho theory 
that man 
should attain Ave times the period of 
reaching 
his 
m aturity.— Nineteenth 
Century.

AMERICAN LUMBER SUPPLY. 


The 


OoLUMftrn, 
Jan.

Among the moat important billa passed 
is the hoot*? wan that introduced by 
Representative Davis. It is of especial 
interest to the thousands of women em­ 
ployed in the factories of this state. 
The bill provides that “every person 
or corporation employing female em­ 
ployes in any manufacturing, mechani­ 
cal or mercantile establishments in the 
■tate. shall provide a suitable seat for 
trary female so employed, and shall 
permit the ase of such by them when 
they are not necessarily engaged in the 
act!ye duties for which they are em­ 
ployed, and shall permit the use of such 
seats at all times when such use would 
not actually and necessarily interfere 
with the proper discharge of the duties 
of such employes, and such seat shall be 
constructed or adjusted where practica­ 
ble so as to be a fixture and not obstruct 
inch female when actually engaged in 
the performance of Bach duties when 
snch seat cannot be used; and the owner 
of the building shall provide, on the 
samfrfloor, or floor immediately above 
or below, of the building wherein any 
female persons are employed, suitable 
and separate toilet and dressing rooms 
and water closets for the exclusive use 
of such female employes, and where 
possible, such dressing rooms and water 
closets shall be situated together, with 
one closet for every 25 females or less, 
and where there are more than 25 there 
shall be provided an additional water 
oloset ap to the Dumber of 50, aud above 
that number in the same ratio; provided 
that no such closet for the use of fa- 
males shall be placed in a basement or 
•ellar, unless such basement or cellar is 
used for manufacturing, mechanical or 
mercantile purposes, and females are 
employed therein ; and provided further 
that such closets, in the same ratio as | clothing, 
above mentioned, shall be placed oh the 
outside of such building at a distance 
not to exceed SO feet in such cities, 
towns and villages as are not provided 
with a system of water works; such 
closets to be kept in good sanitary con­ 
dition at all times." 
A Ane of from $10 to $25 for (tach of­ 
fense is prescribed, sud the state inspec­ 
tor is given authority to enforce the law, 
if the bill passes r.b« senate and becomes 
a law. 


Planting of Forest* Likely to Be an 
Im portant Industry. 
Looking not very far into the future, 
it seems that the planting of American 
forests will become a productive indus­ 
try. 
Preservation of old forests, with 
their manses of dry underbrush aud lire 
inviting collections of dry leaves, may 
be advisable for some reasons. These 
immense masses of firewood umkubtcd- 
ly tend to collect snow, which, by its 
gradual melting, furnishes a supply to 
the water reservoirs beneath the surface 
of the ground. Hnow thaws less quickly 
under the shade of trees than in the 
bright sunlight. Less water, therefore, 
rnns to supply Hoods and freshets than 
when the snow is made to pass away 
gradually. But this question does not 
affect the solid timber interests. 
In old forests, where there is rn strug­ 
gle for life among the trees by reason 
of their growing so thickly together, 
the result is the necessity of waiting 
many years before the trees will reach 
a size to make them desirable for tim­ 
ber purposes. Where trees have room to 
grow and are properly cared for most 
kinds of American trees will furnish 
useful timber in 20 or 80 years, and for 
many other purposes they can be em 
ployed even younger. 
It takes well on 
to a century for the struggling trees in 
rn dense wood to have any marketable 
value. 
While good timber is becoming grad­ 
ually scarcer on account of our annual 
forest fires, rising from the conditions 
already stated, the demand is increasing, 
and, what is more remarkable, Knrope 
is already calling on America for a sup­ 
ply of lamber. American oak especially 
is in great demand in the old world, 
while oar black walnut is closely fol­ 
lowing in its wake. Our lighter woods 
also—such as the tulip tree and poplar 
—are coming into great demaud there 
for packing boxes and cases where light 
weight is a great object Those who are 
interested in forestry in our country 
should take up the matter of encourage­ 
ment of forest planting. It will soon be 
a greater question than forest preserva­ 
tion.—Meehan's Monthly.

The evil of monopolies and rings was 
known to ancients, Aristotle referring 
to them in his "Politics," and then, as 
now, it was found necessary to bold 
them in check by legislation. The mo­ 
nopolist was in Homan law called a 
dardauarius and punished under the 
Lex Julia de Aunona.

fish and all articles of food 
were prohibited by the Emperor Zeno 
under pain of confiscation sud exile, so 
that it is certain that the "rings" of 
the ancient days were as mischievous as 
they are now. 
At Athena a law lim­ 
ited the amount of a corn a man might 
buy. The earliest recorded instance we 
have was a corn "ring." 
There is an ancient tradition that the 
king who made Joseph his prime min­ 
ister and committed into bis hands the 
entire administration of Egypt was 
Apepi. 
Apepi was one of the shep­ 
herd kings and ruled over the whole of 
Egypt as JoMeph's pharaoh seeing to 
have done. The prime minister during

Perbaps the most prevalent rn min of 
men gifted with mechanical ingenuity 
takes the shape of accomplishing or at­ 
tempting to accomplish in miniature 
the mightiest feats of engineering that 
human hands have ever set up. The en­ 
thusiast in miniature regards the Forth 
bridge, for example, not as a utilitarian 
masterpiece, but as a model to be fol­ 
lowed arid copied in all the materials 
supplied by a threepenny bit, aud the 
985 feet of Eiffel tower neither fills his 
breast with awe nor horror, but is re­ 
garded as a choice subject to be con­ 
structed in miniature out of bent pen 
and the shell of a w alnut 
Of the mediaeval mechanicians John 
Muller, better known in the trade as 
Regiomontauns, which one must admit 
sounds well for one of his craft who 
lived in the fifteenth century, was with­ 
out donbt the Maskelyne aud Cook of 
the period, or at all events be had as a 
biographer a writer of greater imagina­ 
tion than the other less fortunate genii 
of that era. Peter Kamas, the writer in 
question, not only credits John Mailer 
with fashioning a wooden eagle, which 
on the occasion of the Emperor Max­ 
imilian visiting Nuremberg flew out to 
meet bim, saluted bim in doe form— 
however that may have been—and tben

At the sale of tim Ashburnham library 
In London a copy of the Mazarin Bible 
brought the good sized sum cf $20,000. 
The Mazarin Bible ii so called because 
a copy of it wa* first discovered by De 
Bare in the library cf Cardinal Mazarin, 
in Paris, about 1760. Its valne for book 
collectors lies in the fact that it ii th* 
first book of any magnitude printed 
from movable types, 
it was issued by 
Gutenberg at Mainz, in 1450-6, and for 
that reason Henry Stevens calls it the 
Gutenberg Bible. 
It is divided into two 
volente*, the first containing 324 and 
the se cond 817 pages, each page consist­ 
ing of two columns. 
The characters, 
which are Gothic, are large and hand­ 
some aud very much resemble manu­ 
script. 
Before the discovery of this Bi- 
be the so called Bamberg Bible of Pes­ 
ter was generally regarded as the first 
printed book, but that honor is now 
universally accorded to the former work. 
According to Dr. Austin Allitone, 
there are six known copies of the Maza­ 
rin Bible on vellum, one of which is th* 
volume found in the Mazarin library. 
The copies on vellum, however, are later 
than the copies on paper, 21 cf which 
are known to Le in existence. 
There is 
a vellum copy cf the Bible in the Brit- j 
ish museum aud a palier copy in the 
Lenox library of this city 
The prest ut 
value of a perfect Cory of the Mazarin 
Bible on paper is about $15,000, and 
those on vellum are valued at about 
$20,000. 
Practically, however, their 
valne is a variable quantity, depending 
ou what the book collectors are willing 
to give for them 
It has long been a 
matter of dispute whether the typesetti­

DUTIES OF CHRISTIAN LIFE. 


Ufo Virtue la One's D ally A ctions Unless 
It la E stablished la the bomi. 
"The obligations and duties of the 
Christian life are not all external,” 
writes Cardinal Gibbous, pointing out a 
religious life to young men, in The La­ 
dies’ Home Journal. "They are mainly 
material and most proceed from the 
heart. There is uo virtue in one's daily 
actious unless it be first established in 
the soul and is only an external expres­ 
sion of the soul's convictions or prolon­ 
gation of heartfelt sentiments. Yet the 
Hibernal practice of Christian virtues 
and the performance of Christian duties 
pertain to the integrity, if not to the es­ 
sential character, of the Christian life. 
The interior sentiments soon perish 
without external expression, as life and 
bodily powers become extinct without 
due and proper exercise or employment 
"However, as the external duties are 
not absolutely and under all circum­ 
stances essential, they vary both in 
uuiuber and frequency according to en­ 
vironments aud opportunities. A busi­ 
ness man cauuot do all that a clergy­ 
man is expected to do, a man in trade 
not what a man in leisure can accom­ 
plish nor a man of the world all that is 
possible aud easy to one who keeps him­ 
self from society. But all, no matter 
where, no matter what their engage­ 
ments and secular pursuits, how little 
or how much time they can call their 
own, can and are obliged to perform 
daily acts of prayer and religion aud 
accomplish many duties of virtue aud 
charity. There is no condition of life 
which is incompatible with the dictates 
and principles and precepts of 
the 
Christian life. ”

Whitney and grew much interested in 
the outcome of the experiments be was 
then making in the interest of his pro­ 
jected gin. To assist in his enterprise, 
my mother invited him to spend the 
following winter at Dungeness, where 
an abundance of cotton aud quiet could 
be assured. Mr. Whitney accordingly 
came to Duugeness, aud diligently pur­ 
sued his experiments, a room in the 
fifth story having been specially fitted 
for his use as, an inventor. Coe morn­ 
ing he descend* d headlong into the 
drawing room, where a number of 
guests were assembled and excitedly 
exclaimed, ‘The victory is mine!' In 
deep sympathy with bim the guests 
aud hostess w ent with him to his work­ 
shop. Whitney set his model in motion. 
For a few moments the miniature saws 
revolved without hindrance and the 
separation of the seed from the cotton 
wool was successfully accomplish, but 
after a little the saws clogged with lint, 
the wheel stopped, and poor Whitney 
was in despair.

A Protest Again*! dramatic I>riu«>u«tra­ 
tion* In Trial* by Jury. 
There is a practice the universal 
pre\alence of which in our existing 
trials by jury makes justice a misno­ 
mer. 
It is a practice whose evils, so 
far as I cull discover, have never been 
commented upon, or even appreciated, 
by the press, public or individuals. 
I 
refer to the whole method by yhicb, 
right or wrong, innocence or guilt is 
sought to be proved by the counsel on 
lither sid( . 
Assume, for instance, a criminal case 
—for the same method is applied, 
tbongh usually to a lesser degree, to 
civil contests. 
Beginning with 
the 
opening arraignment by the prosecu 
tiou, thence through the examination 
aud cross examination of the witnesses, 
the display of exhibits, on to the very 
end of the final harangues of the oppos 
mg counsel, the drumutic is uevir lost 
sight of. 
The emotions, not the intelligence, of 
the jurors are appealed to throughout. 
In a typical murder case which re­ 
cently gratified the morbidly sensational 
element of the entire country the dis­ 
trict 
attorney 
arose 
impressively, 
glanced about him ominously aud then, 
with a tremulously tragic voice, proceed­ 
ed to arraign tho accused, charging him 
outright with the crime, practically as 
Homing 
without doubt that be was 
guilty and endeavoring by the use of 
every wile of the orator’s art to sway 
the jury to Lis mode of thinking. 
Aud 
this before the minutest bit of evidence 
bad been taken. 
Is eloquence a proper adjunct to our 
jurisprudence? 
Heretic though I may be, I bold em ­ 
phatically and with qualification that it 
is not. 
It has no place in a hall of jus 
tie©, where, we are led to believe, the 
truth and only the truth is to be brought 
out. 
Eloquence, as manifested by ora 
tory, is inimical to truth, which can 
only be discovered and established by 
calm, unprejudiced and divpasaionnte 
investigation. 
Eloquence appeals to the emotions, 
and its victories are obtained by trick­ 
ery—the trickery of masterful verbiage 
playing upon sensitive but unreasoning 
(•ars. 
The claim that cannot be justified be­ 
fore the reason cannot be valid. Elo­ 
quence is the weapon of falsity. Truth 
and right do not require its use. The 
sphere of eloquence is the stage. In the 
pulpit, before the bar of justice and in 
the ball of legislation it is a source of 
unlimited evil. 
I bold that for the accomplishment 
of justice all the theatric displays, all 
eloquence, all excitants to the emotions, 
should be banished from our courts of 
law by sentiment if not by regulation. 
They have no place there. 
Judicial procedure should be along 
the lines similar to the investigation of 
scientific propositions and discoveries 
The establishment of right or wrong, 
gnilt or innocence, is something to ba 
effected by cold, prosaic, rigid inquiry, 
step by step, ss analogous as may ba to 
mathematical demonstration. 
We shall have to wait long for the 
time when this is recognized, but it w ill 
be in the indefinite fntnre, and when 
that time does come we may be more 
confident that our courts of justice are 
such in something more than name.-— 
Criterion.

Due of the gnus was elevated so as to 
drop a hot shot within the fort, and at 
almost tho first discharge the magazine, 
with its hundreds of barrels of powder, 
was exploded, aud 270 out of the total 
number of negroes within the fort were 
blown to pieces. This terrible disaster 
destroyed the rising aud rebellions black 
power in Florida, but another immedi­ 
ately arose, the Seminole, vastly more 
threatening than the other. In order to 
enlist the aid of friendly Indians Colo­ 
nel Clinch had promised to deliver over 
to them all the arms and ammunition 
found in the fort, which promise he ful­ 
filled to the letter. Then, supplied with 
muskets, most of them new, and with 
plenty of powder, the Seminoles becalm* 
restive, unruly and disposed to reseut 
the intrusion of Americans from across 
the border.

Filibusters were even then operating 
on the coast of Florida, and, under 
British instigation, the Seminoles be­ 
came sullen ami defiant.

brought to Fort Scott that they* had 
raised the rn I war (tole at an Indian set­ 
tlement known as Tow I to WU, to which 
place Colonel Twiggs was dispatched 
with 260 men. 
and where, inciting 
with resistance, lie killed two men and 
oue woman, wounding several others. 
This atrocity was avenged nine days 
ater, when a large Is-ut am taming IU 
soldiers and IJ women and children, 
while it was being warped up the river, 
was fired upon by ambushed Indians. 
Most of tho soldiers were killed, hut 
..lieutenant Scott, the commander, and 
some others wen tortured aud scalped, 
while one woman was taken away to Is* 
the mistress of a chief. 
General Jackson had his own notions 
of what ought to be done to Florida ami 
how to do it, aud he wrote to President 
Monroe, "ljet it be signified to me 
through any respectable channel that 
the fHjssession of tho Floridas would be 
desirable to the United States and in 
OO days it shall be accomplished. ” 
The order of the secretary of war for 
him to take command in the southeast 
did not reach him till Jan. ll, 1818, 
but on the 22d of that mouth he was on 
the march with his volunteers for the 
scene of action. Un March 9 he reached 
Fort Boult with 1,100 weary and starv­ 
ing troops, having, a s usual, outstripped 
his oommishuriut, but he pressed on to 
the gulf and captured Fort HL Marks, 
lowering the Spanish flag aud hoisting 
the American colors in its place. 
The 
Indians and their allies, negro aud Eng­ 
lish, he claimed, had found snccor and 
refreshment bere, aud so he wrote the 
,Spanish governor at Pensacola, "T o 
prevent a recurrence o f so gross a vio­ 
lation of neutrality and to exclude our 
suvuge enemies from so strong a hold as 
Bt.

The governor of Florida evidently had 
a chip on his shoulder, and General 
Jackson was not the sort of man to leave 
it there. He had intended to retire, hav­ 
ing properly punished the recalcitrant 
savages, hut immediately after reading 
and digesting the governor a defiant let­ 
ter orders were issued to countermarch 
for Pensacola, which town wa* entered 
on May 24. Five days later the Barran­ 
cas fell, aud the chief executive was a 
prisoner. 
The "terrible effusion of blood ” did 
not occur aud after issuing a lengthy 
proclamation to his troops (Jenera I Jack­ 
son placed a garrison in charge and has 
tcued back to Tennessee, where the cus­ 
tomary welcome and public dinner were 
bestowed upon the victorious warrior. 
The animating principle of this cam­ 
paign may bt' found expressed in the 
toast proposed by him on this occasion, 
"O ur country—though forbearance is 
her maxim, she should show to foreign 
nations that under a pretense of neu­ 
trality ber rights are not to be out­ 
raged. ’ ’ 
But high handed as may have seemed 
this invasion cf neutral territory by this 
great American autocrat, yet be hid 
performed one other aet still more au­ 
dacious and arbitrary. He had hung the 
two Indian chiefs, oue of whom had 
but recently been an honored aud feted 
guest of the British nation, ulJ, though 
under cover of coart martial, had caused 
Arbuthiiot to Ut hung at the yardarm 
of his own vessel and Ambrister to be 
shot. Both the white men were British 
subjects, mid with their last breath they 
declared 
th^t 
their country would 
avenge their execution, yet in this they 
were mistaken. Although, as Lord Caa- 
tleruagb, the British prime minister, 
said to our own minister at London, " If 
tho ministry bad but held up a finger, 
there would have U*cn a declaration of 
Mar. ’’ yet the "finger" was not held 
up. 
lr UU* finally decided that tho 
men’s conduct had been unjustifiable, 
aud tiler* loro not calling for special in­ 
terference. 
ho General Jackson had slapped Don 
Spaniard's face and had tweaked the 
uos** of Jell liny Bull, to his own most 
eminent satisfaction, to their deep dis­ 
gust, hut without ever receiving for it 
m ore than a reprimand. 
Popular opin­ 
ion sustained bim, even though his 
barrine ss had p la ced the adininistru 
lion iii a ntori embarrassing position, 
from which only consummate diploma­ 
cy could extricate it. 
Official opinion 
was divided anent his extralimitary 
absumption of authority, particularly us 
to the executions, and the fiery general 
p osted to Washington to see that con­ 
gress gave him a vindication. 
The house eventually sustained him, 
deciding I liar lei had not violated th** 
constitution in the seizure of Pensacola, 
hut the scumte brought in an adverse re 
l*>rt, curiously enough, on the very day 
that the treaty with Spain was an­ 
nounced by which Florida was ceded 
to tim United States. The general’s pop­ 
ularity with the masses was thus en­ 
hanced by the erroneous opinion p r e ­ 
vailing that it had been brought about 
through his unaided efforts iii the field.

In the average statistics of human life 
it Im.- be« ii found that women livo lon­ 
ger than men. 
The reason ior that ap­ 
pears hi be simple, 
Up to tin* age of 20 to 25 the man is 
undoubtedly younger and less develop­ 
ed than the woman, hut in the next 20 
or 80 years of ins life the mad ages 
mach more rapidly, because ajiart from 
tile strain and hardship of a profession, 
the exposure to unhealthful climates, 
the disappointments of fortune, be of­ 
ten leads a life of dissipation and ex­ 
cess which early puts its stamp upon 
his forehead and turns bis hair gray be­ 
fore its time. The woman, on the other 
hand, who has often more than ber 
share of anxieties, has, apart from the 
many accidents of life, but one serious 
aud inevitable danger, that of the per­ 
petuation of ber race, which, safely 
(mssed, renovates rather than ages and 
increases a woman’s chance of longev­ 
ity. 
From the few facts that I have ven­ 
tured to put together we muy deduce, I 
think, the following conclusions, which, 
I trust, may be found of some interest 
by those who desire to have a general 
view of the expectation of life, its real 
duration and the possible causes of its 
length and brevity. 
First.—That, according to the best 
authorities of the last century, the ex 
Heme lim it of life might be 125 years 
nuder extraordinary and almost abuor 
mal circumstances. 
Second.—That the anticipation of life 
is roughly five times the time that the 
organs of the body—not counting the 
brain, which develops later—require to 
attain their full aud ahsolnte maturity. ! 
This, of coarse, varies not only in rac<*s, 
bat in individuals, some developing 
early and some much later, even in the 
same climate and in the same family. 
Third.—That rarely, if ever, is that 
fall duration achieved, owing to dis­ 
ease, food, heredity, bad habits, wear 
and tear aud many other causes which 
shorten life. 
Fourth.—The slower the development 
the longer may be the duration of life. 
Fifth.—That all human beings are 
not beni with the capacity for long life 
even under the most favorable circum­ 
stances. As the organism of the human 
being is more complex than that of the 
lower animals, so his anticipation of 
life is far more variable. 
fix th. — That those circumstances 
which continue to longevity are un­ 
doubtedly late tlevi lopmeut, frugal hab­ 
its, moderation, exemption from viuissi- 
tvolts of climate and extreme of heat or 
uold, from mental worry aud agitation, 
temperature in eating and drinking, 
with u fair amount of brain work when I 
the Lrain is ready to undertake it. 
We have all heard the well worn ax­ 
iom attributed to the Psalmist that the 
“ days of man are threescore aud ten,” 
but in Genesis vi, 8, will be found the 
following jja.-.‘•age, “ Vet his days shall 
be un hundred 
aud tweuty years."
